Thomas D’A. Brophy, President of the American Heritage 
Foundation, who with Henry Ford II is leading this year’s Crusade 
for Freedom, has asked me to give you an appraisal of the effective- 
ness of Radio Free Europe based on information available to us in 
the Central Intelligence Agency from many sources. 

Of course, I cannot as Director of Central Intelligence 
directly solicit your support. I can, however, state beyond 
question that Badio Free Europe is one of the most effective 
means of stemming further Communist aggression into the West. 

We have closely observed the increasing impact of this operation 
upon the 70, 000, 000 people in the satellite countries behind the 
iron Curtain, 

The 1954 Crusade was launched in the White House at a 
dinner given by President Eisenhower. It hat the full support 
of the Administration. Bedell Smith has estimated the worth of 
Badio Free Europe as the equivalent of many army divisions as 
an impediment to the Beds. Certainly it is a highly important 
factor in our own national security. Its support, in my opinion, 
is a matter of enlightened self-interest for all of us.
